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REPORT OF COMMITTEE PURSUANT TO A MOTION 
MADE BY MR. EDWARD HEMENWAY AT 
TOWN MEETING ON MARCH 5, 1968 


Pursuant to a motion made at our Town Meeting held on 
March 5, 1968, “That the Selectmen make a study with the 
Town Clerk and Treasurer for future compensation of the 
Town Clerk and Treasurer and investigate and look into the 
advisability of providing proper office space for a Town Clerk's 
Office and get advice and recommendation from the Director of 
Public Records as to the proper facilities necessary for such an 
office.” 

The Board of Selectmen also invited Mr. Edward Hemenway 
to be a member of the Committee as an advisor, having in mind 
that as a Surveying Engineer he has visited and searched titles in 
many Town Clerk’s Offices in the State and with his knowledge 
would be of great assistance to the Committee. 

The Committee arranged for a meeting with Mr. Olney \V. 
Hill, Public Records Director and discussed this matter very 
thoroughly. Mr. Hill did state that it was not his job to tell town 
officials what to do, he did feel that he did want to advise them as 
to what should be done to have the town provide its citizens with 
safety measures in preserving all records which the Town Clerk is 
custodian of. 

In late November your Selectmen and Town Clerk visited 
Town Clerk’s Offices in Dorset, Manchester and Poultney. 
These were recommended to us as they were recently built. 
In our judgment the Manchester layout was most appreciated 
by us. 

After several meetings your Committee has come up with the 
following recommendations : 

1. That the present fee system for the Town Clerk and 
Treasurer should remain in effect until a new municipal office is 
built. 


2. Build an office at a cost not to exceed 886,000.00. 
Same to be paid for in either 6 or 10 annual installments of 
87,000.00 or 88,600.00, respectively. On the 1968 Grand List 
this could be done with a 06c or 03c tax depending on the choice 
of the 10 or 6 year amortization period, it our Grand List 
increases, which is anticipated, it would be a lesser tax rate. 

3. The office should provide adequate vault space, which we 
do not have now, and room for Town Clerk and Treasurer to do 
all his work in the office with regular working hours on a salary 
and provide him with assistance when necessary. The office 
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should also provide a room for the Selectmen which could also be 
used by (he Listers. It should also provide adequate space for 
attorneys and other persons who ('heck titles. 

4. We feel that its location should be near the present 
Town Hall, where water and sewers are available. A fire hydrant 
is located across the street and only a few thousand feet from the 
fire station. The Center Rutland Post Office is also handy 
nearby and receives mail three times a day. Plenty of parking 
space is also available. The area is well illuminated at night, 
which would not make it apt to be a target for night time breaks. 

We would like to state that since the town’s growth has 
continued, activity has likewise increased. In 1968 the Selectmen 
issued 72 building permits as against 35 in 1963. The office space 
provided for presently and the vault space is inadequate. The 
vault door is only a one hour fire resistance door- it shoidd be a 
three or four hour door. 

Holding a Board of Civil Authority meeting with all 11 
members present plus persons appearing before the Board hardly 
have enough elbow room. When the Board of Civil Authority 
meets to revise the check list the same situation exists. The 
office is difficult to heat properly. During the winter months an 
electric portable heater has to be used to provide some comfort 
for a short time. It would be impossible to have any one work in 
there throughout the day. Like his predecessors, your Town 
Clerk and Treasurer has provided and used his own office space 
for years in the store he operated until 1964, and since then in 
his home, during which time he has furnished in addition to the 
space, telephone, lights and heat at no cost to the town, with 
almost continuous service seven days a week. He has also paid 
out of his fees for assistance he has to have at various times. 

The volume of land recordings in the Town Clerk’s Office 
has increased to the following extent: — Volume 13, which was 
used in 1956 through 1959, consisting of 600 pages, was completed 
in 36 months. Volume 17, which is the last fully completed 
volume was done in 18 months. It appears that at the rate the 
present volume 18 is being filled it will be complete in 15 months. 
This indicates that there is a steady increase in the amount of 
work, especially between April and October for the Town Clerk. 

Town Treasurer’s work has more than tripled in the past 
10 years. The Grand List in 1958 was $33,229.50. The tax rate 
was $5.10. Total taxes taken in were $173,703.50. In 1968 the 
Grand List was $121,367.57. The tax rate was $3.22. Total 
tax money taken in was $387,583.58. In addition there were 
were other revenues, such as licenses, permits, state aid funds, etc. 
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As a committee we are making the foregoing report and 
wish that as citizens you will make a decision.

TOWN OF RUTLAND FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The formation of the Rutland Town Fire Department, was 
a direct result of a special meeting and a vote cast by the voters 
of the town. 

C. John Morse was appointed Chief of the fire department 
by the Board of Selectmen, and a special meeting was held to see 
how many men would offer their services as firemen. An over- 
whelming response of sixty men was received. 

Wasting no time, land for station one, and various items of 
equipment was purchased by the Selectmen and Chief Morse. 

Land for the McKinley Avenue station was purchased from 
Mrs. Mary Baird. Construction of the station was done by the 
John Russell Corporation of Rutland, Vermont. 

During this time, Chief Morse was busy organizing a 
Vermont State Fire-fighters training course for the men. 

Following the completion of this forty-five hour course, 
Chief Morse organized a standard and advanced Red Cross 
First Aid training course, which was taken by a good number 
of the firemen. 

After weeks of searching, engine 1 was purchased by the 
Selectmen, only after many letters and phone calls by Chief 
Morse to various truck companies. 

Chief Morse arranged an interview with the Ward La France 
Corporation, and the truck was purchased. It was received by 
the town of November 2, 1967 after weeks of long awaiting. 

After the general construction of station one was completed, 
Chief Morse and his men spent countless hours wiring, painting, 
and constructing workbenches and cabinets. 

Chief Morse and the Selectmen then set about to purchase 
the land for the Center Rutland station. Land was purchased 
from Robert Smith and construction of the station was done by 
Taggart Brothel’s. 

Following the completion of the McKinley Avenue Station, 
Chief Morse submitted his resignation to the Selectmen, and 
Richard Spicer was appointed Chief of the Rutland Town Fire 
Department. 

It is believed that much of the organizing and developing 
of the department should be credited to Chief Morse. 

Without his countless hours of devoted service, it is in 
doubt that the October 1, 1968 deadline could have been met. 

To him we arc eternally grateful.

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RUTLAND TOWN SCHOOL DISTRICT 
REPORT OF THE SCHOOL DIRECTORS 

Our first year of operating our new consolidated school was 
successful, especially so, when we take into consideration the 
newness of the facilities, the bringing together of all of the town 
children, the introducing of a new curriculum that meets the 
standards of the State Board of Education and the establishing 
of a kindergarten program. 

Our enrollment in September 1968 was 334, including 
kindergarten, compared to an enrollment of 226, without kinder- 
garten, in 1965. The enrollment for the 1968-69 school year, at 
this writing, is 357. 


The rapid growth of population in town has been prompted to 
some extent by our new school building and an expanded curricu- 
lum which has been and will be carried out effectively by a 
capable staff of principal and teachers. 

October 22, 1967 anil long be remembered by children and 
adults as the day of dedication of our new school. We were 
honored by being addressed by our Congressman, Robert T. 
Stafford and by Dr. Rupert Spencer of the State Department of 
Education. Reverend Donald W. Morgan gave the invocation 
and Reverend Thomas H. Connor pronounced the benediction. 

At this writing all school property is occupied under lease 
as follows. Two rooms at the Center Rutland School are leased 
by the Board of School Commissioners of Rutland City who have 
been selected to handle a program of educating handicapped 
children. This program is financed by Vermont State funds. 
Also, two rooms at the Center Rutland School are leased to the 
Board of School Commissioners of Rutland City who have been 
selected to handle the activities provided in Title III Action 
Center program. This program is financed by federal funds and 
the activities in Rutland and Bennington Counties will be 
directed by the staff occupying the above quarters. To fully set 
forth the work of this group would require pages but briefly it is 
for ascertaining the need for special instruction in the area and 
the advising teachers how to make use of this finding. Let’s call 
it that when this program is fully implemented it will improve 
the quality of education in Vermont. 

The Haiti School is leased to the Rutland Central Super- 
visory Union and is the office for the superintendent and his staff. 
We have cleared the title to Haiti School. 

Cheney Hill School is leased to the Vermont Christian 
School Inc. which is approved as a private school. 
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All of the leases end on June 30, I960 and some of them mnv 
be renewed depending on our own need for additional space 
for 1969-70 school year. 

On April 1, 1968, at the request of our P.T.A., the School 
District took over the school hot lunch program. It has operated 
successfully under the direction of Airs. Frances Sharp. The 
charge for lunch is not enough to break even but so far the deficit 
is not a great amount. The Vermont State Board of Education 
really sets up the rules of operating the lunch program and as we 
write this report we arc complying with all of their new require- 
ments in order to obtain some financial aid under federal and 
state programs. Formerly we received a good quantity of 
so called surplus foods from the Federal Government but the 
amount now being supplied is greatly reduced necessitating more 
local expense for food. 

This was the first year of having a full Physical Education 
program and it has proven of great value to all students. We 
were able to develop basketball and baseball squads who won 
some games but no pennant this year. They will do better next 
year. 

The Rutland Central Supervisory Union, of which we are a 
member along with West Rutland and Proctor School Districts, 
is at this writing operating without a superintendent due to the 
resignation of Air. Geoffrey Graham as of January 10, 1969. 
As yet we don't know whether we can continue with the present 
membership in our district or be assigned to some other district . 
Dr. Scribner, Vermont State Commissioner of Education, who 
has the legal privilege to form school districts will meet with 
members of our district in the near future. 

A solution for the future education of our secondary grade 
students has not been found. We are seeking an arrangement 
whereby we will be secure for years in having a plan for educating 
our high school st udents. We’d prefer an arrangement in which 
we’d have an equity in the school plant and a voice in policy. 

We have voted t wice on a Union High School District . Our 
voters approved a Union High School District with West Rutland, 
Clarendon and Proctor. West. Rutland and Proctor did not 
approve but Clarendon and Rutland Town approved by large 
majorities. Another vote was taken on a Union with Wallingford, 
Mount Holly, Clarendon and Rutland Town. We did not 
approve but the other towns did. At this writing Rutland City 
is uncertain as to what they will do for the future. 

We have stated above that our enrollment is much larger 
than expected when planning in the years 1964-65 for a consoli- 
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dated school. You will note that, this year we employed a 
principal, 12 full time teachers and 4 part time t eachers. We also 
have a full time secretary-librarian. We shall need at least one 
more full time teacher next year. 

The costs of operating our schools increase just the same as 
all other costs. Whereas we have not yet been notified as to the 
tuition rate for our secondary students, we are estimating it will 
be more than we now pay. Because of the uncertainty as to costs 
of tuition, teachers’ salaries and supervision we are obliged to 
do some guessing as to these costs for budget purposes. We 
believe the figures which we give in our budget will be ample and 
we trust the voters will approve and be assured that we will try 
to live within the figures given. 

We thank everyone, especially the teaching staff, Miss 
Reilly, Mr. Graham and the P.T.A., for all of the help they have 
given toward making it, a successful school year.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
TO THE VOTERS OF RUTLAND TOWN 


This sixth and final Annual Report to the Voters of Rutland 
Town is difficult to compose. To leave your splendid new 
elementary school, so full of fine students and staff and remarkable 
morale; to leave your conscientious, capable, friendly school 
board; to leave the many parents who have been so cooperative 
and friendly — such leave-takings are not at all easy. 

But to then ponder your future seems an unfriendly gesture 
at best. Please believe it is not meant so! Quite, the opposite. 
I care. 

The future t hose days from mid-January onward — is vague 
and unclear in many ways. But that you will need at least six 
new classrooms as soon as they can be planned and constructed, 
is clear enough. Two of these would be most handy for 1969- 
1970! A third could be put to excellent use with special programs 
in the area of Learning Disabilities — and rooms for these programs 
are 100% reimbursed (construction costs). 

Staffing is a challenge, with new people needed as enrollments 
grow, and part-time people in areas of critical shortages quite 
difficult to find. As this is written, the only good solution to one 
such problem in the Industrial Arts area has been to make a 
full-time position where a part-time one had existed. 

But the major problem concerns your future planning for 
housing secondary pupils. The only non-debatable suggestion 
one can make here is that new studies will soon have to be 
undertaken. Many good citizens will be required to supply 
committee members. Be ready! 

And be ready for touch decisions, numerous open meetings, 
new ideas, new procedures and, hopefully, rewarding answers. 

Will the debate be renewed as to whether Rutland Town 
should join with the City, or join a union high school district? 
It appears likely. And for whatever value the opinion of an 
ex-superintendent may have, it will be here expressed. 

Joining with the City is a question for the year 1980, not 
1970. By then, tax rates should be more nearly equal. 

In the meantime, consider well what educational values 
you wish for your young people. Base your decisions on facts 
and on environmental conditions you prefer. Include considera- 
tion of the problems of neighboring communities, for a solution, 
or solutions, which help more than one community may well be 
as good as, or better than, less broadly helpful solutions. 
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Your superintendent has talked with architects, many 
Vermont superintendents, students, teachers, curriculum experts. 
Not one; not ten; not twenty, but many, many of them over the 
past three years. And the clear consensus is this: 

“No secondary school need be larger than 1,000 to 1 ,“00 
pupils at its largest to support a good curriculum.” 

With the 1 .000 pupil maximum as a target, a school built for 
000 pupils or so, will be pushing the 1.000 mark within ten years 

at the latest. 

Note, now, this is a consensus. (The enrollment projections 
are only minor.) A feeling or result of experience by many. 
Not all. But many. 

Schools of over 1,200 pupils are big-citv schools. It is more 
expensive to run those schools, to construct and run them, so that 
the close contact of teacher and pupil may be retained, than to 
construct those schools in standard form. Will that extra be 
spent? Even 1,000 pupils threatens seriously the desired give 
and take. 

Is the personal contact desirable? To me, YES! 

These comments indicate the strong convictions resolved 
after considerable thought, and research. They represent a 
change of position .as a result of that thought and research, for 
at one point this writer wrote in favor of the large Rutland Area 
School, as many of you know. 

f inally, it is a further conviction that Rutland Town will 
grow at an ever increasing rate. If you do not plan land use, and 
plan wisely, the Town will have sky-rocketing taxes, tripled 
pupil population, and the chance to exert sensible control of your 
growth pattern will have been lost. That’s the Burlington-area 
dilemma. 

People of vigor and vision and action, and many such people, 
will be needed to preserve the cherished character of Vermont in 
the Town of Rutland. Developments, suburbia, bigness are 
approaching. Your schools will be a focal point of growth, as in 
towns around Burlington. Who can feel safe? 

If you have loved what was, and still remains to attractive 
degree, then act as if your happiness depended upon your actions. 
Water supply, sewers, schools — these are in your future. Are you 
ready? Do you care? 

How big i- big enough? How soon will already be too late? 

It is precisely because you have been so wonderful to work 
for and with that these words of urgency are written. You have 
much to give, to share, to cherish, to protect and, hence, to lose. 

Don’t!

Law Pertaining to Brush Fires 

“Fires kindled for the purpose of burning brush or for other 
lawful purpose shall be kindled only at such times and under such 
conditions as will enable the parties starting them to keep them 
entirely under control. Except as provided in this section, a 
person shall not kindle or authorize another to kindle a fire in the 
open air for the purpose of burning brush, weeds, grass or rubbish 
of any kind except where there is snow on the site, without, first 
obtaining permission from the Fire Warden or Deputy Warden 
of the Town, or the State Forester, or his Deputy, stating when 
and where such fire may be kindled. Wherever such permission is 
granted, such Warden, or State Forester or his Deputy, within 
twelve hours, shall issue a written permit for record purposes 
stating when and where such fire may be kindled. Such permis- 
sion shall not be required for the kindling of a fire in a location 
which is 200 feet or more from any woodland, timberland or field 
containing dry grass or other inflammable plant materia! 
contiguous to woodland.”

The Rutland Municipal Forest consisting of 206 acres is one 
of 99 classified municipal forests in Vermont totaling 38,624 acres. 
Since its classification in 1958 this municipal forest has had a 
greater or lesser amount of attention from the Department of 
Forests and Parks, depending on the time available, the needs 
of the forest, and on the interest shown by municipal officials. 

Under the terms of classification the responsible officials 
agree to manage the municipal forest in accordance with approved 
forestry principles. As its part of the agreement the Department 
of I'orests and Parks furnishes, free of charge, trained personnel to 
assist in planning and carrying out a plan of management which 
will provide the greatest possible present and future benefits to 
the community. These benefits are many, both financial and 
otherwise, and justify a high degree of interest on the part of all 
citizens. 

A municipal forest should be considered a permanent insti- 
tution, the management of which does not vary with every 
change in town government. For this reason a definite manage- 
ment policy is desirable to provide continuity in future years, to 
insure sound land management, and to achieve some or all of the 
following objectives: 

1. Revenue to the town through t imber production 

2. Water conservation 

3. Employment outlets for local labor 

4. Woodland management demonstration areas 

5. Recreational development and fish and game. 

It would be appreciated if you would show this letter to 
other selectmen, trustees, aldermen, water commissioners or any 
other public official directly or indirectly responsible for your 
municipal forest. If any problems concerning the forest are 
encountered, if any new developments occur, or if any questions 
regarding it arise, please feel free to contact, your Municipal 
Forester at any time. The purpose of this letter is to remind you 
t hat his services are available and that he is anxious and willing to 
work with you for the betterment of your community.
